MARIANNE PHELPS APPOINTED ASSISTANT PROVOST 
FOR AFFIRMATIVE ACTION AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C, — Marianne R. Phelps, currently dean of students at The 
George Washington University, has been appointed assistant provost for affirmative 
action, a new position at GUU, effective July 1, 1976, 

In her new position, Hiss Phelps will be responsible for the coordination of 
all equal employment programs at the university, as well as monitoring current and 
future federal and local education regulations as they affect the university. 

Miss Phelps joined GWU in 1965 as assistant dean of women, serving as dean of 
women from 1968 until the position was dissolved in 1969, After then serving ane 
year as associate dean of students, she was appointed dean of students in 1970. 

Prior to joining the university, she taught high school in Richland, Michigan, and 
served as assistant head resident and later head resident at the University of 
Wisconsin, Madison. 

She received a bachelor's degree from the University of Michigan in 1961, two 
masters'degrees from the University of Wisconsin in 1964 and 1965, respectively, and 
a 'aster of Philosophy degree from The George Washington University in 1973. A 
member of Mortar Board, Pi Lambda Theta, and the National Association for Women 
Deans, Administrators and Counselors, Miss Phelps currently holds the position of 
assistant professorial lecturer in the School of Education at GWU.

GWU TO CO-SPONSOR CONFERENCE ON SECOND CAREERS FOR OLDER WORKERS 

WASHINGTON, D.C, — An all-day conference, "Older Workers: Issues in Second 
Careers," co-sponsored by The George Washington University School of Medicine and 
Health Sciences and the National Council on the Aging, will be held on Thursday, 
March 25, from 9 a.m. to 5 p.ra. in the GWU Marvin Center, 800-21st Street, N.W. 

The conference is designed to increase awareness and understanding of issues 
related to older persons, as well as to review federal efforts to protect employrient 
opportunities for older workers. 

An introduction by Michael McCally, H.D., Ph.D., associate dean for allied 
health, GWU School of Medicine and Health Sciences, and a speech by Jack Ossofsky, 
executive director. National Council on the Aging, will open the conference. A 
panel discussion, "Federal Efforts in Protecting Employment Opportunities," will 
follow, featuring panelists from the U.S. Departments of Labor and Health, Education 
and Welfare, and the House Select Committee on Aging. 

Following lunch, five concurrent workshops concerned with specific topics in 
second careers will he held. A speech by Harold Sheppard, Ph.D., of the American 
Institutes for Research, and concluding remarks by Dr. McCally will close the 
conference. 

The conference is one of many activities associated with the new program, 

Second Careers - New Opportunities in Allied Health, at the GWU School of Medicine 
and Health Sciences. The program is funded by a grant from the Administration on 
Aging of the U.S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare.

WASHINGTON, D.C.—The Summer Institute in Israel of The George 
Washington University and American University will be held between 
June 9 and July 18 this coming summer. Institute students will in¬ 
vestigate the role of the land of Israel in the development of the 
major Western religions. 

The Institute is an inter-faith, inter-university experience 
which includes travel, archeological fieldwork, guest lecturers, and 
a study program under the guidance of Jewish and Christian faculty 
members from both GW and AU. 

Institute participants will form a small traveling school in 
Israel as they explore the development of Judaism, Christianity, 
and Islam. Faculty members will direct student reading and discussion 
in historical geography, archeology. Biblical history and literature, 
developments in Judaism, and Islamic history. 

The GW/AU program, jointly sponsored by the Jewish Agency, is 
designed for regular academic credit.of 6 semester hours and is open 
to both credit and non-credit students.
